APPROVE TREATIES 


INSURING PEACE 


NON-AGGRESSION AND. CON- 
CILIATION MAIN FACTORS 
IN RECENT AGREEMENTS 


.MOSCOW, Nov. 28—(/P)—Soviet 
Russia and Poland, long viewed 
placed the stamp of final approv- 
al today upon two treaties aim'ed 
at 
peaceful 
relations 
between 


neighbors. 


The act -was officially looked 


•upon as presagink a new era of 
friendly relations between 
Eu- 
lopes easternmost 
country 
and 
the nation that lies between her 
and much of the rest of the conti- 
nent. 


In the broader sense, foreign 
circles saw in the two documents 
the completion ot a series of simi- 
lar agreements—save with 
Ru- 


mania—between 
Russia and all 
her European neighbors. 


• . This was pointed out in the ex- 
pectation that Russia and France 
would sign a treaty of non-ag- 
gression 
and 
conciliation 
with 
Russia tomorrow. 
. Since these two—France 
and 
Poland—were tht, mot of the lar- 
ger European states close to Rus- 
sia, to complete pacts, foreign cir- 
cles, looked to Rumania in the 
'•expectation that she would soon 


follow suit. 
CA, 


tie pacts with Poland 
were 


uded over a long period of 
otiatlon. 
The first one is a 


Iretjty °f non-aggression, one of 
the \important points in the gener- 
Sovlet foreign policy. The docu- 
ment declares the eagerness 
of 
boih parties to maintain peace, 
and commits both to renounce war 
as a national policy. This obli- 
gates the t-.vo countries mutually 
to refrain from aggressive acts. 
• Both agree not to grant direct 
or indirect help to a third state 
attacking either of the parties, 
•dnd not to enter into any under- 
Standing, which, trom the stand- 
point of aggression would be ini- 
mical to the other party. 
The second pact is a rorollary 
agreement of conciliation, setting 
va a procedure lur settling dis- 
putes between the two countries.

W. Truitt, pastor of the First Bap- 
tist church in Dallas. 
Stricken Saturday. 
Dr. McLendon was stricken at 
his office early Saturday 
after- 


noon and was rushed to the hos- 
pital. 
He was president of the Physi- 
cians and Surgeons Hospital board 
at the time of his death and had 
been one of the officials of that 
Institution for several years. 
He served as president of the 
Corsicana Rotarians and had held 
prominent postions in the club af- 
fairs as well as in the district Ro- 
tary body. • He was a past presi- 
dent of the 
Corsicana Country 
Club and was a prominent golfer, 


During the world war, Dr. Mc- 
Lendon was an officer in the 
American 
Army 
medical 
corps 
and saw active service in France. 
The regular luncheon meeting of 
the Corsicana Rotary club Mon- 
day noon was dispensed with as a 
mark of respect to the memory of 
Dr. McLendon. Members register- 
ed at 12:15 but no luncheon or 
program was held. 
Home School Dismissed. 
State Home school was dismiss- 
ed Monday at 12:30 o'clock.

McLendon had been 
the 
State 
Home physician for several years, 
and a number of the children, em- 
ployees and officials of the institu- 
tion attended the funeral rites.

Warm Wejcome at Warm Springs 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 28.—OT— 
To forestall threatened reductions 
in allowances to former soldiers 
of all wars, the American Legion 
is undertaking a counter-attaclf to 
gain new benefits for new World 
War veterans in the coming con- 
gress. 
The plan as described today at 
Legion headquarters, involves four 
major points—including the bonus 
—which would cost upward of two 
and a half billion dollars in ten 
years. 
The Legion, said officials, Is pro- 
ceeding on the theory that the 
justice .of the things they think 
'are needed should decide the fate 
of legislation rather than any need 
for economy. 
As outlined, the program calls 


for:Immediate cash payment of the 
adjusted compensation certificates, 
renuiring around $2,000,000,000. 
«' Pensions for widows and orphans 
of World War veteras, which the 
veterans administration estimates 
would cost $13,531,000 the 
first 
year and $454,060,000 the first ten 
years. 
Amendment of existing law to 
permit the presumption that vet- 
erans asking fdr hospitalization or 
other benefits for some constitu- 
tional 
diseases 
contracted 
those 


ailments while in the service. This 
would cost near $12,000,000 the first 
ten years, it is estimated. 
Establishment of a special sen- 


ate committee to handle veterans' 
legislation only. 
The -bonus, Legion officials say 
"can wait a while." But, propos- 
ing to push the other legislation 
for immediate action,

REV. BOB SHULER RULED 


OFF AIR; LOSES SUIT IN 
DISTRICT COLUMBIA COURT

WASHINGTON, Nov. 
28.—(JP)— 


The District of Columbia Court 
of Appeals today sustained a fed- 
eral radio commission ruling re- 
moving the Rev. Robert P. Shu- 
ler of Los Angeles from the air. 
Shuler was ordered off the air 
on Nov. 13, 1931, when the com- 
mission denied the application of 
Statidn KGEF of Los Angeles for 
renewal of license. 
The commission ruled the sta- 
tion "has been used to attack a 
religious organization and mem- 
bers thereof, thus serving to pro- 
mote religious strife and antagon- 
ism."The station was licensed to the 
Trinity 
Methodist 
Episcopal 
Church, So\ith. 
The court of appeals today said 
that some of the things which the 
radio 
commission 
considered in 
denying renewal of the license of 
the 
outspoken minister 
of 
the 


Methodist Episcopal church South 
were that his station" had been 
used to attack the Roman Cath- 
olic church and that the broad- 
casts 
were 
"sensational 
rather 
than instructive."

It said that "in two instances 


Shuler had been convicted of at- 
tempting in his radio talks to 
obstruct the orderly 
administra- 


tion of public justice.' ' 


The court said: 
"If it be .considered that one

from one corner of the country 
to the other to obstruct the ad- 
ministration of justice, offend the 
religious susceptibility of thous-

and civic discord, or offend youth 
and Innocence by the free use *f 
words suggestive of sexual immor- 
ality, and be answerable for slan- 
der only at the Instance of the 
one offended, then this great sci- 
ence, Instead of a boon, will be- 
come a scourge, and the nation 
a theatre for the display of indi- 
vidual passions and the collision 
of personal interests." 
Not Censorship. 


"This is neither censorship nor 


previous restraint, nor is it a 
whittling away of the rights guar- 
anteed by the first amendment or 
an impairment Of their free ex- 
ercise," the opinion continued. 


"Appellant may continue to in- 


dulge strictures upon the char- 
acters dt men in public office. He 
may just as freely as .ever criti- 
cize religious practices of which 
he does not approve. He may even 
indulge private malice of person- 
al slander—subject, of course to 
be required to answer for the 
abuse thereof—but he may not. as 
we think, demand, of right, the 
continued use Ot an instrumen- 
tality of commerce for such pur- 
poses, or any other, except in 
subordination 
to all 
reasonable 
rules 
and 
regulations 
congress, 
acting through 
the commission, 
ma;/ prescribe."

Yosuke Matsuoka, Japan's spe- 
cial counsel, entered his coun- 
try's reservation as to the handl- 
ing of the Manchurian question by 
the assembly.

"The communist party has def- 
initely supported this move from 
the beginning," Browder said. 


A vast majority of the march- 
ers are not communists, he add- 
ed, "but most of them become 
sympathetic in the course of the 
march." 
The party spokesman said the 
recent communist national politi- 
cal campaign was aligned with 
plans for the inarch. As to the 
question what relation the Inter- 
national headquarters of the party 
has with the movement, Browiler 
said that while no sanction was 
asked of the international party, 
"we send them our papers, and 
we receive papers from them."

President-elect Roosevelt will be 
confronted by a list of ten "For- 
gotten" states when he sets about 
determining the personnel of his 
cabinet. 


A perusal of political pages of 


the past disclosed today that these 
states never -have been represent- 
ed in the official family of any 
president, and that one of them 
—Rhode Island—is one of the or- 
iginal thirteen states. 


The others are Florida, Nevada, 


Arizona, Idaho*. Montana, North 
and South Dakota, Utah and Wy- 
oming. Arizona, the "Gungest of 
the group, was admitted to the 
union in 1912. 


New Tork has contributed the 
largest number of cabinet mem- 
bers of past administrations, 47 
sons of the Empire State having 
held 53 cabinet portfolios! 


Next 
In line Is Pennsylvania. 


with 
44 
portfolios distributed 
among 
34 men. 
Massachusetts 


has had 40 portfolios among S3 
residents. 


Five states have been repre- 
sented but once. They are Arkan- 
sas, the residence of Ar'—sfiiR H. 
Garland, who served as attorney 
general unrfer Clevftland; Alabama, 
home of Hillary H. Herbert. sec~ 
retary of the navy under Cle've* 
land; Washington, home state of 
Richard A. Ballingar, senretarv of 
the interior under Taft: New Mex- 
ico, youngest state to have had a 
cabinet member and which fur- 
nished Albert B. Fall as secre- 
tary of the Interior In Hardlng's 
"o^net, p"^ Kaunas, residence of 
William M. Jarrtlnfi. secretarv of 
Agriculture in Co0lldee*s cabinet. 


No state has the distinction of 


having been represented in the 
cabinet of every president, nor 
has any state held a portfolio of 
every department. 
New 
York, 
with all Of its cabinet positions 
has never had secretaries of eith- 
er labor or agriculture. 


Maryland, with only little more 
than twice Rhode • Island's pop- 
ulation has had 19 cabinet mem- 
bers, and Delaware, also a small 
state, six. 
North Carolina also 
has had six. but whereas cabinet 
members from other states were 
distributed among the various de- 
partments all from North Carolina 
served at secretary of the navy. 
Theodore Roosevelt made the 


most cabinet appointments. 
He 


named 29 men, there were six sec- 
retaries of the navy alone during 
his regime. Grant, with five sec- 
retaries of war, made 25 appoint- 
ments. 


Seven men have served In the 
same cabinet office under three 
presidents. The longest tp»in was 
that of James 
Wilson -who* was 
secretary 
of 
agriculture 
under 
Presidents 
McKinley, Roosevelt 


and Taft. 
He was appointed In 


1897 
and relinaulshed the 
office 


to David F. Houston, a Wilson 
appointee, in 1913. Oth.er cabinet 
holdovers were James J. Davis, 
secretary of labor under Hardiner, 
Cotflldgc and Hoover: Andrew W. 
Mellon,. who served under 
the 
saine presidents, and Joseph Hab- 
ersham, 
of 
Georgia, postmaster 
general under Washington, Ad- 
ams and Jefferson. 
The other three men who serv- 


ed* under three presidents did not 
serve consecutive terms. 
Daniel 


Webster, or Massachusetts, serv- 
ed as secretary of state, and John 
J. Crittenden as attorney general 
under Presidents Harrison, Tyler 
and Flllmtfre and William Windom 
was secretary of the treasury un- 
der Garfield, Arthur and Benja- 
min Harrison. 


Nine men who later 
became 


president served as members of 
predecessors' 
cabinets. 
one 
*. of 


them* Monroe, was both secre- 
tary of state and secretary of war 
In Madison's cabinet. 
The oth- 
er* were Jefferson, Madison, J. 
Q. Adams, Van Buren and Buch- 
anan, secretaries of state; Grant 
and Taft. secretaries of war, and 
Hoover, secretray 
of 
commerce. 


No president ever served in a 
cabinet 
after retiring from tha 


higher office.
